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Dalhousie students 
launch media campaign

HALIFAX (CUP) — Although they 
may not know it, Dalhousie Univer- 
sity students are funding refrigerator 
breaks across Nova Scotia. 

The Dalhousie student un- 
ion has launched a media campaign 
— that could cost up to $40,000 — 
which they say will promote educa- 
tion issues in the final weeks of the 
provincial election campaign. 

The union began airing ads 
Mar. 10 on two Halifax television 
stations. The campaign will expand 
into radio and possibly print advertis- 
ing before the March 24election date, 
Student union president Chris Adams 
says. 

hough the parties are cer- 
tainly making a pitch for the student 
vote u both the Liberals and the NDP 
have promised a tuition freeze if they 
win - there are concerns that educa- 
tion concerns are not being adequately 
addressed in the campaign. 

Adams says he was disap- 
pointed that post-secondary educa- 
tion was not discussed during the 
March 5 leadership debate, adding 
that he hopes the ads will help make 
education more prominent on the elec- 
tion agenda. 

"None of the three (politi- 
cal] parties have put enough focus on 
education issues — this is a chance 
for us to jump at that," Adams said. 
"We thought it was a feasible idea 
that would have an impact and we ran 
with it." 

The ad campaign relates the 
difficulties post-secondary students 
are facing today, including high debt 
and funding cuts to education, and 
then talks about how this affects all 
Nova Scotians, pointing to the fact 
that 45 per cent of jobs created by the 
year 2000 will require a university 
education. 

Simone Saint-Pierre, com- 
munications co-ordinator for the Ca- 
nadian Federation of Students, says 
media campaigns can be an effective 



means of gaining public support in an 
election. 

"It is important to protect 
student rights and we can't do that 
alone," she said. "We have to have 
the general public know the student 
issues before we can really make a 
difference. Advertising is one of the 
tactics we use." 

The federation has used ra- 
dio messages as recently as the last 
federal election to raise student con- 
cerns with voters. 

Ryan Marshall, external af- 
fairs co-ordinator for the students' 
society at the University of British 
Columbia, says ad campaigns are a 
pricey yet effective ways to get stu- 
dent concerns across to the general 
electorate. 

The UBC student union 
spent $18,000 on an education cam- 
paign during the last federal election 
which included radio and prints ads. 

"It's expensive and it's 
something you only do every four 
years, but it was definitely money 
well spent," Marshall said. 

Dalhousie students are re- 
sponding positively to the ad cam- 
paign. ^ 

"I liked [the television ad]," 
Tanya Baird said. "I think this is the 
only country where we're pretty lax 
in our rights as students. We take a 
back seat to everything and it's about 
time we didn't." 

"I thought it was a really 
good commercial," agreed Deborah 
Shortall. "Of course it's our money 
that they're spending, but if it helps 
somebody else in the future, by de- 
creasing tuition so that people can 
afford to go to school, then I don't 
really see it as a problem." 

Adams says the Dalhousie 
student union tried to involve other 
schools in the ad campaign, but be- 
cause the election was called earlier 
than expected, there wasn't much of 
chance for co-ordination between 
Nova Scotia's student unions.

366 

e-mail: graduate@loyalistc.on.ca 

web site: http://www.loyalistc.on.ca 



Bloc Quebecois demands opt-out 
clause from Millenium Fund

OTTAWA (CUP) — In a not-so- 
surprising turn of events last week, 
the Bloc Qudbecois called on Parlia- 
ment to denounce the Millennium 
Scholarship Fund and other federal 
initiatives in education. 

Pointing out that education 
is exclusively a provincial jurisdic- 
tion. Bloc member of Parliament 
Stephan Tremblay introduced a mo- 
tion for the House of Commons to 
"censure any action by the federal 
government in the area of educa- 
tion," such as the Millennium Fund 
or national testing. 

"We must decry the disease 
affecting the federal Liberals, which 
I would call chronic dominating fed- 
eralism," he said in the March 12 
debate period. He added that the $2.5- 
billion scholarship fund is nothing 
more than a federalist strategy to in- 
crease Ottawa's visibility at the ex- 
pense of Quebec students. 

The motion came to a vote 
March 1 7 but was defeated. Only the 
Bloc caucus voted in favour of it. 

Progressive Conservative 
member of Parliament Charlie Power 
said while his party agreed that edu- 
cation fell under provincial jurisdic- 
tion, that didn't rule out federal ini- 
tiatives in the area, and so would be 
voting against the motion. 

"We do not think any gov- 
ernment or any political party should 
deny access to funding for students 
simply because of jurisdictional dis- 
putes," he said in last week's debate. 

But the Bloc is not turning 
its back on federal funds for Quebec 
students - it wants out of the national 
scholarship program, but with com- 
pensation. And while the Bloc's mo- 
tion was soundly defeated, the issue 
is not a dead one, says Bloc MP Paul 
Crete. 

"We'll continue to promote 
our position because we believe all 
Quebec education [stakeholders] 
want the money to be transferred to 
the province through transfer pay- 
ments, not this visibility-enhancing 
fund," he said. 

Crete says his party believes 



Quebec's education system is the 
strongest in Canada and has been 
since it opted out of the Canada Stu- 
dent Loans program in 1964. He 
points to Quebec's below-average 
student debt levels and tuition rates 
as proof. 

"We've developed a good 
system and we want to protect it," he 
said. 

The arguments raised by the 
Bloc in this latest round of parlia- 
mentary debate over prov incial juris- 
diction echo criticisms raised by 
Quebec officials over the fund. 

When it was first announced 
last Novertiber, Quebec Education 
Minister Pauline Marois labeled the 
fund another example of federalist 
meddling in provincial territory. 

Now, along with Quebec 
Premier Lucien Bouchard, unions, 
and Quebec student federations, 
Marois is calling for an opt-outclause. 

But it's a call federal offi- 
cials say will not be answered. Ac- 
cording to Human Resources Devel- 
opment Canada — whose mandate 
includes the Millennium Fund even 
though it is to be run by arm arms- 
length, private foundation — Quebec 
has no way out of the fund. 

According to ministry offi- 
cials, the government is not required 
to provide an opt-out clause because 
the fund is not part of the Canada 
Student Loans program. Rather, it is 
a temporary fund which will dry up 
after 10 years. 

And in the federal budget, it 
was stipulated that the scholarship 
program's funds should be adminis- 
tered in a way Jhat avoids duplication 
in the provinces and builds up and 
complements existing provincial 
needs and programs. 

But this isn't good enough 
for critics of the fund. 

"I'm sure they created the 
fund this way because this is the way 
they can pass over the law," Christiane 
Miville-Deschenes, a spokesperson 
for Marios, said. 

Crete agrees. 

"You think a 10-year pro- 
gram is a temporary fund? I'm not 



sure it is. It will have a general and 
permanent effect on the education 
system in Quebec and other parts of 
Canada," he said. 

Given the defeat of the 
Bloc's motion in the House, Crete 
says the next step is to take their 
concerns directly to the Prime Minis- 
ter. Like Pauline Marois, Crete hopes 
to achieve an opt-out clause through 
negotiations with the man who 
dreamed up the fund in the first place. 

And it looks like Crete and 
Marois will have the support of many 
students on their side. 

The Canadian Federation of 
Students, which has advocated an 
opt-out option for Quebec since the 
fund was first announced, supports 
the Bloc in its mission. 

"It's not unreasonable," 
Simone Saint-Pierre, a federation 
spokesperson, said of the Bloc'spush 
for an opt-out clause. "But I don't 
think it will happen." 

Similarly, the Federations 
des 6tudiantes collegiale et 
universitaire du Quebec opposes the 
fund because it says it infringes on 
Quebec's jurisdiction and adds an- 
other layer of bureaucracy to its loans 
and grants system. 

Like Tremblay, the organi- 
zation suggests the Millennium Fund 
won't really help students in Quebec 
but is simply a political gesture. It 
wants to see Quebec given the prov- 
ince's share of the scholarship fund 
to administer itself towards decreas- 
ing student indebtedness. 

Details of the fund, which 
was unveiled in last month's federal 
budget, have not yet been disclosed. 
The government has stated the fund 
will provide grants of up to $3,000 to 
about 100,000 students annually be- 
ginning in the year 2000. 

The private, arms-length 
foundation established to manage the 
fund was to have been headed up by 
Chrysler Canada CEO Yves Landry, 
but he died suddenly March 16. The 
Prime Minister's Office says it ob- 
serving a period of mourning for 
Landry and has not begun looking for 
a replacement yet.

She went on to com- 
ment that "it's about time those stuffed 
shirts in world government have given 
their heads a shake and have woken 
up to reality. It's not the thirties 
anymore, and society is in a state of 
rising self-awareness. The recent 
ruling that women are allowed to go 
topless was just the tip of the ice- 
berg." Her male counterpart, Ted 
Drabinsky, head of the Men's Rights 
Movement, agreed with the whole 
idea as well: "The declaration of this 
day is a fantastically giant step in the 
right direction.

The exposure of human genita- 
lia should have been allowed years 
ago. It is because we hide it that filth 
rags like Playpen thrive. We must 
come to realize that genitalia is but 
the tool, and not the source, of hor- 
monal impulses.

Students call for National Debate over MAI 

Students are joining the Council of Canadians and 40 other national 
organizations to demand that Trade Minister, Sergio Marchi, publicly 
debate the Multilateral Agreement on Investment (MAI) before 
attending the upcoming meeting of trade ministers of the OECD on 
April 27. 

The Canadian Federation has also been voicing its grave concerns 
about the MAI and its impact on post-secondary education, the 
environment, employment, health care, culture and social services. 
"Corporations are increasingly being allowed to advertise on every- 
thing from computer screen savers to the title of a particular course. 
The MAI will give foreign-based corporations completely unfettered 
access to students and their educational environment," said Jeimifer 
Story, National Deputy Chairperson of the Canadian Federation of 
Students. "Whether of not Marchi agrees to the debate," Story 
continued, "students will continue to speak out against an agreement 
that weakens the power of our elected governments while strengthen- 
ing the power of investors to dismantle public institutions."

As two members of next year's SGA executive, we felt that we should respond to a letter to the editor 
in last week's issue of Lambda. A student expressed concern over controversy surrounding the ratification 
of Jamie Wylic as next years SGA president. In short, he was outraged that SGA board members felt that 
the could even ponder ignoring the democratic voice of students. We believe that he was wholeheartedly 
correct in feeling the way that he did. That said, we feel that two points need to be made with regards to this 
issue. 

First, having spoken to almost every board member, we are pleased to say that the vast majority of 
representatives wanted no part of not ratifying Jamie. Almost every board member felt that not only would 
Jamie be a good president, but as well, that they had absolutely no right to defy to voice of the majority of 
Laurentian students and not ratify the peoples choice for president. Unfortunately, the loud voice of a couple 
of disgruntled members created the unfair picture that there was serious board reservations about the winning 
candidate. This was clearly not the case. 

Secondly, as acclaimed candidates for the positions of Vice President Student Issues and Vice 
President Services, we firmly believed (as we do now) that the SGA is useless as an organization if it is not 
accountable and democratic. It is in the spirit of this that we decided that if the students' choice for president 
was not ratified, that we would resign.

They can 
choose which 91 1 centre to listen to 
simply by saying the area code and 
city that they are interested in listen- 
ing to calls from. Calls are directed to 
the 91 1 centre nearest this location. 
As 91 1 centres sign up to re- 
ceive their share of the profits, they 
are connected to the Chatline Net- 
work. Century says it has already 
wired up over 50 centres, and that it 
has coverage in most metropolitan 
areas. They plan to have the whole 
nation wired by April 1998.

In a rare personal moment al- 
lowed to Rick Deckard, the unsus- 
pecting protagonist of Ridley Scott's 
stunning I982cyber-noirB/a^e/?ttrt- 
ner, our hero describes the logic be- 
hind the villainous desires of the films 
"bad guys." As Deckard says, "all 
they'd (have) wanted were the same 
answers the rest of us wanted. Where 
have I come from? Where am I go- 
ing? How long have I got?" 

In Blade Runner, both man 
and android seem united in theircom- 
mon longing for answers to the im- 
possible questions of the universe, 
curious and immortal to the ambigu- 
ous fate that awatcd them both. In 
Dark City, the new film from Aussie- 
director Alex Proyas {The Crow), 
this immortal craving becomes the 
central fabric of a complex and fasci- 
nating fable where illusion and real- 
ity play a deadly game. With Blade 
/f wnner'idystopian bleakness and the 
psychological drive found in many 
Hitchcock classics. Dark City at- 
tempts toentice its audience into solv- 
ing a puzzle that, for all intents and 
purposes, may never be solved. 

John Murdoch (Rufus Sewell) 
awakens one evening, stark naked in 
the bathtub of a strange apartment. 
With no recollection of his past and 
no knowledge of his identity, 
Murdoch flees and begins looking for 
answers. In a constant irony that 
emerges throughout the film, 
Murdoch escapes inot what becomes 
his dooming trap - a city with a strange 
familiarity that seems a bit to uneven 
for his own good. 

Unbeknownst to our hero is 
the trail that awaits him. Fate takes 
him to a driven detective who sus- 
pects murdoch of multiple homicide, 
and a band of outsiders, known sim- 
ply as "The Strangers," who, with 
shaved heads and dark-trenchcoat, 
roam the city streets with a purpose of 
their own. Only the eccentric Dr. 
Schreber(Keifer Sutherland) knows 
what's going on. 

Every evening, as the bell tolls 
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midnight, the dark city slows down to 
a halt, leaving each person and object 
frozen in a lifeless moment. As the 
city lies still. The Strangers use their 
powers to expiriment with humans 
around them. In a bizarre ritual known 
as "tuning", memories are tampered 
with and revised, so that when the 
city clicks back to life shortly after, 
every citizen has assumed a new iden- 
tity. Standing in the way of this gro- 
tesque expirament is Murdoch, who 
unexpectedly awoke during the tun- 
ing. The story follows the attempts at 
piecing his identity back together in a 
city that never sees light. 

Although the premise is a bit 
heavy, Proyas creates quite a 
succelent feast for the thrill seaking 
viewer. Proyas has given birth to a 
truely extraordinary vision filled with 
all the wonderful details that accom- 
pany his sort of talent. The pointed 
city streets and remarkable arching 
landscapes that loom above the futur- 
istic town are reminiscent of the glo- 
rious post-modem architecture found 
in such classics as diverse as Me- 
tropolis and The Fifth Element. Dark 
City bleeds its artistic tone from every 
pore. 

It is quite remarkable that this 
polished piece of eye-candy still man- 
ages to weave an intellegent story 
from its shell. Dark City could have 
lost itself in its visual asperations, but 
the intellegent script that never un- 
derestimates its audience saves it from 
becoming just another cool looking 
music video. Dark City eventually 
suffers from an exaggerated attempt 
at grandeur, with an ending that strays 
from the intellegence of the story. 
One only wishes Poyras could have 
kept the conclusion grounded, with- 
out letting it explode into a typical 
Hollywood climax. Also weak are 
some of lifeless performances that 
suffer from a complete lack of char- 
acter and personality. Luickily the 
story is too rich to let it's inhabitants 
spoil the mood. Dark City remains 
an original, vivid portrait with 
intellegence and energy that moves 
like a breath of fresh air on screen.

The NFL approved an expansion team for Cleveland on Monday, 
returning the Browns to the field in 1999 in an unprecedented move that 
restores one of fcxitball's storied franchises. 

With unanimous support from owners, the league will expand to 31 
teams for the 1 999 season, keeping its commitment to put a club in Cleveland 
after the Browns moved to Baltimore in 1995. 

The Browns will return to the AFC Central, playing their first 
exhibition game against Dallas in the Hall of Fame game in Canton, Ohio, 
next year. The first regular season game is supposed to be played on Aug. 2 1 , 
1 999 in a new stadium being built on the same site as old Cleveland Stadium, 
which was torn down after the move. 

THE $247 MILLION, 72,000-seat stadium is expected to be com- 
pleted in time for the Browns' first game. 

NFL commissioner Paul Tagliabue also announced that the league 
hired Joe Mack as player personnel director of the Browns. Mack held that 
position with the Washington Redskins form 1 989-94 and helped build the 
Carolina Panthers expansion team as assistant general manager in 1994. 

The swift approval came as a surprise because a few owners, 
including Jerry Jones of the Cowboys, were apparently not sold on expan- 
sion. Panthers owner Jerry Richardson, who toured Cleveland's new sta- 
dium recently, was one of the owners who made a strong pitch for expansion 
at the meeting. 

"it was partly what we saw in Cleveland, that the stadium is becoming 
a reality," Tagliabue said. "Partly, it was our conversations with the mayor 
and how the fans feel and their desire for an expansion team." 

THE LEAGUE WILL NOW focus on taking applications for an 
owner, setting a franchise fee, which is expected to be in the $350 million 
range. The front office will be assembled by George Young, retired general 
manager of the New York Giants and a league vice president. 

Owners decided not to let those unsolved issues delay announcing 
expansion for Cleveland any longer. 

"There was so much speculation about teams possibly moving there, 
I think we need to put that behind us," said Detroit Lions owner William Clay 
Ford Jr., who attended the meetings for the first time in years.

Bodybuilding 

may become 

An Olympic 

Sport 



Ben Welder's historic quest comes to fruition as the 
International Olympic Committee formally recognizes the sport 
of bodybuilding. The Weideris announced that the Executive 
Board of the International Olympic Committee formally granted 
recognition to the sport of bodybuilding. That decision, made by 
the IOC's Executive Board at its recent meeting in Nagano, 
Japan, and communicated by IOC President Juan Antonio 
Samaranch, is the culmination of a 52-year personal crusade 
spearheaded by, Ben Welder, CM, PhD, president of the Inter- 
national Federation of Body-Builders. As a direct result of the 
blood, sweat and tears shed by Ben and his associates - most 
notably, IFBB Executive Assistant to the President Rafael 
Santonja - bodybuilders will soon be able to take their rightful 
place alongside the world's greatest athletes as they compete in 
the world' s greatest sporting event. In 1 946, Ben and Joe Weider 
formed the IFBB and vowed to achieve Olympic recognition. 
Little did they realize it would take 52 years of determined 
efforts to achieve this success. In the meantime, they dedicated 
their lives to fulfilling the hopes and wishes of the world's 
bodybuilders. To bring dignity and prestige to the sport, creating 
magazines, which allowed bodybuilders to display the product 
of their efforts to the world. To allow bodybuilders to compete, 
they organized bodybuilding contests such as the Mr. and Ms. 
Olympia. They realized, however, that for bodybuilders to reap 
the ultimate benefits of their efforts - worldwide recognition, 
mainstream endorsements, etc. - their sport would have to gain 
recognition from the IOC. That dream is now a reality. Recog- 
nition is the most important step toward participation in the 
Olympic Games, but it is not the final one. The IFBB will 
immediately petition for bodybuilding to be included as one of 
two demonstration sports at the next Summer Olympic Games, 
scheduled for the year 2000 in Sydney, Australia. If necessary, 
the IFBB will continue petitioning the organizing committee of 
each subsequent Summer Olympics until it achieves its ultimate 
goal, which is to have bodybuilding included as an Olympic 
medal sport. Henceforth, all IFBB international amateur events 
will be subject to the complete drug-testing requirements of the 
IOC.

Further bad new for the 
Argentinean club was that their sta- 
dium has beenclosed to South Ameri- 
can internationals for 10 games. And 
we wonder why fans are no showing 
up for games.

The Brazilian championship 



got the final it deserved when Vaco 
da Gama and Palmeiras played our 
two truly dire 0-0 draws.

He 
was hit in the face by a ball when 
having a kickabout and was taken to 
the hospital, but died on the way. 

Mali won the Amilear Cabral 
Cup in Gambia, beating Senegal 1 -0 
in the final. Guinea beat Gambia on 
penalties to take third place. 



Owners vote to reopen labor pact 



NBA owners voted over- 
whelmingly to reopen their labor 
agreement with the players on Mon- 
day, and commissioner David Stem 
called for immediate talks on a new 
deal. 

The current six-year contract 
will expire June 30 instead of after 
the 2000-200 1 season. If a new agree- 
ment isn't reached by July, a lockout 
- or at least a signing moratorium - 
could begin David Stem could be 
looking at an NBA lockout this sum- 
mer. 

THE 27-2 VOTE BY THE 
BOARD OF GOVERNORS, which 
took place at a hotel near the Dallas- 
Fort Worth International Airport, does 
not affect this season. 

"Our goal is to have a succes- 
sor agreement in place by the time the 
current agreement expires," NBA 
deputy commissioner Russ Granik 
said. "Although the league's revenue 
growth has been strong, player sala- 
ries are climbing much faster than 
revenues. As a result, the league is 
becoming unprofitable." 

The NBA is the only major 
U.S. pro league that has never lost a 
game to a work stoppage. 

National Basketball Players 
Association director Billy Hunter, 
hired by players shortly after they 
signed the last labor deal, was critical 
of the decision. 

"It's unfortunate the owners 
have chosen to forfeit three years of 
guaranteed laborpeace at a time when 
the industry is so obviously healthy," 
he said. 

Granik claimed 15 teams - 
more than half the league - are ex- 
pected to lose money this season, a 
large increase from a few years ago 
when as few as two teams lost money. 

"Obviously, that's not a 
healthy situation," Granik said. "Our 
goal is to try and reach a fair deal. 



We're hopeful that the players will 
come to the table with the^^ame 
mindset." 

The NBA's four-year TV 
deals with NBC and Turner Sports, 
worth $2.64 billion, start with the 
1998-99 season, and the league will 
receive money the first year even if 
there is a work stoppage. 

STERN AND GRANIK 
SAID THE LEAGUE is generating a 
record $ 1 .7 billion in annual revenue, 
playing to above-90 percent of arena 
capacity with the same strong TV 
ratings it had last season. 

But player salaries are grow- 
ing faster than revenues — Granik 
cited Kevin Gamett's $126 million 
contract with the Minnesota 
Timberwol ves — and said an increas- 
ing number of teams, as many as six 
or seven this season, are qualifying 
for revenue assistance from league 
coffers. 

Without specifically saying 
the words "hard salary cap," they 
said the "most important item" they 
want in a new agreement is a system 
in which a defined percentage of rev- 
enues — "no more, no less," Stem 
said — is earmarked for player sala- 
ries. 

"The NFL salary cap, that's 
one model that seems to be working 
very well and has satisfied both own- 
ership and the players in football," 
Granik said. 

"Whether that's adaptable to 
basketball, we haven't explored that 
enough. But we have to come up with 
some system that works, a system 
with a better mechanism for insuring 
a certain level of salary. If you just 
keep increasing (revenue) numbers 
but you also increase salaries with it, 
you never get out of the quicksand." 

When the current deal was 
signed two summers ago, owners 
agreed to devote between 48 and 51.8 



percent of basketball related income 
to salaries. WTien the percentage 
went above 51.8, they gained the 
right to reopen. The league says that 
number has now surpassed 57 per- 
cent. 

"We're close to a system that 
works, we just didn ' t hit it this time," 
Stem said. 

GRANIK SAID THE 
LEAGUE EXPECTS TO begin ne- 
gotiations with the players union on 
April 1. He added the league will 
provide the union with financial in- 
formation documenting the 
unprofitability. 

"Based on our preliminary 
review of the NBA's financial mate- 
rials we agree with commissioner 
Stem's statement that "business is 
great,' " Hunter said. "Nonetheless, 
we are prepared to negotiate with 
the understanding that every facet of 
the collective bargaining agreement 
is open for discussion. We are hope- 
ful an agreement can be reached and 
the process concluded by June 30." 

If a new agreement can't be 
reached and a lockout is imposed, it 
would bring a halt to all player 
signings, free agent movement and 
summer leagues and would prevent 
teams from having any contact with 
their players. 

A lockout was imposed in 
the summer of 1995, ending when 
the players voted againstdecertifying 
their union and accepting the deal. 
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Tobacco as ergogenic Aid 



The use of oral smokeless to- 
bacco or chew by athletes has dra- 
matically increased over the last sev- 
eral years. The nicotine released from 
chew has been thought by some 
coaches and athletes to have an ergo- 
genic effect on performance, but no 
research supports this contention. 
Some athletes report that using oral 
smokeless tobacco increases their 
reaction time and concentration level, 
yet this claim is unfounded. Research- 
ers from Arizona State University in 
Tempe examined the difference in 
reaction time of individuals in smoke- 
less tobacco and nontobacco condi- 
tions. The findings indicated that no 
differences in reaction time existed 
between the two groups. After nico- 
tine is absorbed into the bloodstream 
from the respiratory tract, skin and 
the lining of the mouth, it exerts some 
of its effects through the release of 
catecholamines. In a recent review 
published in the Journal of Strength 
and Conditioning Research, findings 
of several studies suggest that the use 



of oral smokeless tobacco increases 
the activity of the body's sympa- 
thetic nervous system (which con- 
trols involuntary body functions) 
during rest and exercise . 




Researchers in one study ad- 
ministered oral smokeless tobacco to 
volunteer male subjects who kept the 
tobacco in their mouth for 30 minutes 
while resting in a seated position. 
The tobacco was then removed and 
the subjects exercised for 20 min- 
utes. When the test subjects repeated 
the same protocol using a placebo on

Wrist disease can be- 
come a 'weighty' problem 
<Picture: pain> Carpal tunnel 
syndrome (CTS), the painful 
condition that's the occupa- 
tional ailment of typists, pian- 
ists and other people who use 
their hands in repetitive move- 
ments, can also afflict 
bodybuilders and 

powerlifters. 

CTS is caused by the 
median nerve on the palm side 
of the wrist being repeatedly and 
frequently compressed. This nerve 
passes through the carpal tunnel, 
which is formed by wrist bones and 
ligaments. Because weightlifters use 
their hands and wrists extensively, 
they often exhibit traditional CTS 
symptoms. "If you have persistent 
tingling, numbness or pain in the 
hand, wrist or arm, you may be expe- 
riencing the first warning signs of 
CTS," says orthopedic specialist 
Charles T. Resnick, MD, of Good 
Samaritan Hospital in Los Angeles. 
"More and more weightlifters are 
complaining of these and other symp- 
toms, which can eventually develop 
into a lifelong disability. In its worst- 
case scenario, CTS can render vic- 
tims unable to work out or perform 
other functions that require extensive 
use of the hands." 

Other CTS symptoms include 
difficulty in making a fist or perform- 
ing manual tasks, experiencing no- 
ticeable grip loss, losing sensation in 
the fingertips and waking up at night 
feeling "pins and needles" in your 
hands, wrists or arms. 

If you've experienced any 
CTS symptoms, Resnick recom- 
mends the following: 

* Avoid jerking your wrists while 
lifting weights. This violent move- 
ment can greatly damage the vulner- 
able area. 

* Schedule your workouts so you 
don 't overwork your hands or wrists. 

* Take as many breaks as possible to 




allow your hands, wrists and arms 
time to relax. 

* Regularly stretch your fingers and 
wrists to reduce the likelihood of 
developing problems in the affected 
muscles and tendons. 

* When not working out, avoid 
manual tasks or recreational activi- 
ties that require extensive use of your 
fingers, hands and wrists. "If these 
tips don 't help or prove unrealistic, a 
doctor may prescribe splints or anti- 



Resnick has received 
national attention forhis 
use of a state-of-the-art 
surgical treatment for 
CTS called endoscopy. 
It uses a pencil-sized 
device attached to a 
video camera to relieve 
the pressure built up in the carpal 
tunnel. The procedure involves mak- 
ing only two tiny incisions, while 
conventional surgery requires a much 
larger one. 

"This technique has proven 
more beneficial than conventional 
surgery because it's a less compli- 
cated procedure," he says. "Also, it 
leaves only minimal scarring, and 
patients may return to their work or 
activity in a much shorter time." 
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a separate day, heart rate and blood 
pressure were significantly loWerand 
their stroke volume (the amount of 
blood ejected from the heart with 
each beat) was significantly higher 
than when smokeless tobacco was 
used. These findings suggest that the 
heart works harder when you use 
smokeless tobacco, which could raise 
the risk of a heart attack in an indi- 
vidual who has beginning stages of 
coronary artery disease. 

The same study found that 
after smokeless tobacco use, lactate 
concentration in the blood increased 
during exercise compared to the pla- 
cebo treatment. Therefore, the use of 
smokeless tobacco could lead to an 
earl ier accumulation of lactate in the 
blood, which could cause fatigue 
and actually decrease performance. 

In light of the research, ath- 
letes and coaches alike would be 
wise to rethink their position on the 
use of oral smokeless tobacco as a 
tool for performance enhancement.
